“WAR CONTRARY TO 
MIND OF CHRIST” 
But Church gives no guidance 
— CONGREGATIONAL CHAIRMAN 
Gove plain speaking on the 
attitude of the churches to war 
was given by the new Chairman of 
the Congregational Union of England 
and Wales, Ebenezer Cunningham, 
MA, at. his induction in London on 
Monday. 

A layman, Mr. Cunningham is a founda- 
tion member of the Fellowship of Recon- 
ciliation and active in the pacitist cause in 
Cambridye. 

He toh his fellow Congregationatists 


that “We have to prove that our faith 
creates fellowship.” 


This applied in particular to that great 
est of all problenis whieh faced the world 
today: deliverance from the fear of war. 


A threatening cloud 


This fear, he said, “ hangs over ua like a 
threatening cloud, darkening counsel and 
hindering: progress. 

* Tha world is divided into camps, 
believes in ifs own rightness; each nis- 
trusts the “others. Fach aecepts as an 
nxiom that it must be prepared, in extpemn- 
ity, to destroy the others or reduee them 
to impotence by destruction, 

“So they heap upon themselves burdens 
which they cannot carry. So they aceept 
unealeulated and incalculable risks, risks 
of disease, disorder, death; their hope is 
that if this or that particular phase of evil 
is thwarted, cood may result. 

“Time and time again the churches 
have faced this question. The councils 
ot the churches have deelared clearly 
from time to time that ‘war is contrary 
to the mind of Christ.’ Yet there they 
seem to hale between twa opisions. 
Tndeed, at Amsterdam we were offered 
three from which to choose, with no word 
to pide the bewihlered soul. 

This was ne matter on whieh the Chureh 
should be divided into parties holding 
different apinions, The eall of the day ta 
the Church was to unite for the deliveranes 
of the world from this vreatest of all 
scourger,

THE FABULOUS LAND © 


By REGINALD REYNOLDS, a member of the Peace News Board, 
who is travelling from Cairo to the Cape collecting first hand 


material on the African scene. 


Kampala, May 4, 19434. 


i WRITE this brief account of my travels 
half-way to Cape Town in the Jand 


known to Europeans as Uganda; dut it 


seus there is no such word and no such 
place. There is a place called Buyanda, 
where a Muganda man (plural Raganda) 
spenks Laganda. lis songs, implements and 
attributes are kuown as Kiganda. So the 
British, when everyone was planting flags

As niieh that 1 have to say about this 
phice und my journey here iy gulte us 
incredible as anything ever penned by 
Mandeville or Munchausen. [ propose to 
mark my statements with +, sienifying 
their solemn truth or with PLE. meaning 
perhaps fabulous, because these latter 
were things heard but not verified, 


But first I will tell of the more prosaic 
part of my journey here, 


My way Jay up the Nile from Cairo, 
through the land of the Pharaohs, which is 
a geographical fiction; for on the map it is 
reasonably proportioned, but in fact if is a 
narrow green ribbon of fertility in a great 
void af rock and desert. It will take you 
about as long to reaeh Shellal as to travel 
from London to Rome; but all the way, on 
either side, you ean see the boundaries of 
the living land, where the sterile hills rise 
from the irrigated plain, 


Shadows on the sand 


Shellal is the end of the railway, but not 
of Egypt. Here, above the great dam of 
Aswan, the pent-up waters ‘have long 
flooded the plain, On a barge--one of two 
towed either side of a paddle-steamer, like 
John Gilpin’s wine flasks lashed to the 
aaddle~d went on to Wadi Halfa, on the 
border of Sudan, For forty hours almost 
the only green things seen between the 
yellow vidges on either side were the tops 
of trees rising above the water from. the 
flooded valley. : 

The railway begins again at Wadi HWalta. 
Avoiding the great loop of the Nile, it 
shoots impatiently across the desert to 
Khartoum, 26 miles to the south, Only the 
black smoke of the train crossed the clear 
March sky, throwlig its shadow on the 
endiess sand, The desert blows through tha 
carriage, blotting the page won whieh one 
writes, a perpetual sand-sprinkler, ~ One's 
hand moves over sand-paper: it js a-waste 
of breath to blew it away, for the breath 
of the desert is stronger and it is tireless. 

From Khartoum (where streets are laid 
ont ta reproduce the pattern of some three 
oy four Union Jacks and adarned with the 
names of eminent Vietorians of the military 
guste), I went South by road ta the Tnatitute 
of Mdueation, which is at Bakht er Ruda, 
on the White Nie. :

THE CHINA ISSUE 
IS PARAMOUNT 


; wR. ATPASES speceh, following 

that of Sir Winston Churchill, 
has set sections of the American 
press boiling, and a considerable 
number of the Senators, 


Had Mr, Attlee not followed the Prime 
Minister there might have heen a quiet 
discussion on the lines of President Eisen- 
hower’s  circumspeet rejoinder to Sir 
Winston's sapgestion for a personal mect- 
ing of the leaders of the powers. 

The fury that has followed Mr, Attlee’s 
comments, however, shows that what has 
primarily to be settled cannot be arranged 
in the framework of a four- or five-power 
conference (or even in the framework of 
the more urpent conference that is now 
suggested between President HKisenhower 
and Sir Winston Gihurechill). Hois a matter | 
that haus tu be settled between two factions 
in the USA; and until this issue is settled 
there ig little purpose in seeking a wider 
conference,

The most valuable thing that can be done 
is--by rather more plain speaking than 
there has so far been -to acquaint the 
parties 1o this discussion with how they 
stand in relation to world opinion, 


Sir Winston Churchill’s suggestion that 
every piecemeal solution found will help 
things along, with Mr, Attlee’s simile of 
the logs in the stream, is quite sound, but 
ib eannot be used to avoid the main 
obstacle: the position of China in relation 
to UNO, 

While China is labelled an aggressor 
much American opinion is able to set. the 
question aside and cover up the fact that 
had there not been the rejection of China’s 
real government in the UN, the country 
Bea lt not have been labelled an aggressor 
and would have been unlikely to have felt 
the need to take the action that produced 
the label, 


Says Sonater Knowlind, speaking of 
what might happen after a Korean 
armistice: 


Our chief allies in the United Nations 
nre prepared to urge and to insist upon

Russin now proposes lo restore full 
friendly diplomatic relations, 

It is, of course, likely that this step will 
lead to an easing of relationships between 
Yueoslivia and the other Cominform 
countries, 

The New York Herald Tribune comments: 


“News of a possible detente is likely 
to create a considerable concern among 
the Western powers over the Soviet 
attempt te draw Yugoslavia back into the 
Communist bloc.” 
ft is perhaps too early to expect Ameri- 
can commentators ta view such obviously 
desirable develupments from any other 
point of view than as preparation for war. 
There is, however, reason to hape that a 
few additional acts of pucification of this 
kind will demonstrate even to American 
statesmen and publicists that in appraising’ 
every political act that is good in itself 
from the standpoint of its effeet on Ameri- 
can military power they will themselves be 
manifesting the same kind of attitude that 
they objected to in Russia under Stalin. 

Yugoslavia may prove a very useful 
bridge between East and West.

Ai Mongalla, where this long voyage
